In view of the failure of the confer- 
ence, the premier said that it would 
be useless to attempt to hammer out 
an agreement in the present parlia- 
ment to the accompaniment of the din 
of party ccllission.

Continuing, Mr. Asquith said: “The 
Lords will be given an opportunity of 
saying pest or moto whe governmenit’s 
veto bill in the coming week. ‘There 
is no question of amendment or trang- 
forr ‘tion [ft is a question of accep- 
tanee or rejection, The time has 
come for the controversy which ob- 
structs the whole path of progressive 
islation to be sent for a final de- 
‘ision and arbitration to the national 
tribunal.” 

Mr. Aqsuith denied the assertion of 
the Conservatives that the government 
vas acting: under pressure, saying 
that he underssood that the change 
was that pressure was being applied 
“by the sinister hand of the black an- 
eel of this political drama, Mr. Red- 
mond.”

In the House of Lords, Lord Crewe 
nbehwhf of the government anmounc- 
ed the impending dissolution. 

He recalled that Lord Courtney had 
said that to assert that the breakdown 
of the conference ‘must necessarily 
involve dissolution of parliament was 
to attach too gteat importance to the 
personalities of those who had taken 
part in it, 

His own point of view was entirely 
diferent for it was that their person- 
al unimportance had made him feel 
that the failure of the conference in 
one sense made it imperative that 
they should appeal to the country. 

Lord Lansdowne declared that a 
more astounding statement than that 
of Crewe had rarely been heard with- 
in walls of that house. 

The government were really oust- 
ing parliament from the proper oppor- 
tunity of discussing the matter.

DRYDOCK IS 
SUBSIDIZED 


Dominion Will Have Dock on 
Burrard Inlet to Build Gov- 
ernment Ships. 


Vancouver, Noy. i&—An agree- 
ment has just been entered into 
whereby the Dominion government 
will subsidize the Vancouver dry dock 
and shipbuilding company to the ex- 
tent of 3 1-2 per cent. on the estim- 
ated cost for twenty-five years, in con- 
sideration of which the company will 
build a dry dock at Roche Point on 
Burrard Inlet, the Dominion govern- 
ment to have prior rights for all Can- 
adian or British naval or government 
vessels. 

Construction is to commence with- 
in six months and to be completed by 
Dee. 1, i912. The estimated cost is 
$1,214,154 so that the annual subsidy 
will be in the neighborhood of $42,400. 
President I. Thompson and secretry 
Frank Bennett, Jr, signed for the 
company, residentyengineer, GT, 
Keeter, representing the government. 


EMBRYO CITY 
O40 GTP, LINE 
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Trochu, 75 Miles From Calgary 
Has No Steel Yet, But Plenty 
of Sand and Ginger. 


One of the towns in the south, half 
being created by the construction of 
the branch lines in Alberta is Trochu, 
on the Tofield-Calgary line of the 
GATaPis 

Trochu is 122 miles from ‘Tofield 
and 75 miles from Calgary. It. is 
south-west of the Red Deer River in 
a section of country which is already 
famous as a farming country, although 
it has never yet enjoyed railway 
transportation. 

Track laying on the G ‘T. P. which 
was stopped at the Red Deer river 
bridge, just south of Alix, this fall will 
be completed through to Trochu next 
spring. 

Trochu is already something of a 
metropolis There is a $25,000 hospit- 
al owned and operated by an order 
of nuns, a Catholic, Methodist and 
Baptist church, a Catholic high school 
for girls, general stores” carrying 
large stock in every line, a branch of 
the Merchants’ Bank and all the reg- 
ular places of business, such as 
blacksmith shop, implement agencies, 
lumber yard, etc. ‘Taxation last year 
was only 5 amills.

TO CONFER NEXT MONTH 


To Discuss Representation of Provinces in Dominion House—Pre- 
mier Sifton May Not be There. 


A conference of pnovincial premiers 
is to be held in Otthwa on December 
oth, according ‘to a telegram received 
by Premier Sifton this morning .trom 
Sir James Whitney, premier ‘of On- 
tario. The decision was made follow- 
ing a conference betawween Sir James 
and ‘Sir Lomer Gouin, premier of Que- 
bec. At the last conference, Sir James 
and Sir Lomer were appointed the 
ceonvenors of all future iconferences. 

It lis. understood that the primary 
purpose of ithe »proposed conference 
will ‘be to discuss tthe basis of repre- 
sentation in the Dominion tuouse, as it 


affects nthe various provinces. ‘The 
maritime provinces are especially in- 
terested in this discussion, as they are 
threatened with a further boss of ‘re- 
resentation following the next census. 
Their proposal, it is said, is to have 
the ‘act amended so that the minimum 
representation iof the Atlantic (Coast 
provinces ‘will tbe fixed at the number 
they were given avhen they entered 
confederation, In addition to the ques- 
tion of representation, other maisters 
involving questions of jurisdiction, 
education, and intenprovisional ¢cono- 
mies will probably tbe discussed. .

Canadian Club Heard Forceful Address on the Work of Two Great 


? 


‘Conservation Commission was to con. 


particularly 


serve the state for the people. 


As an illustration of what conser- 
yation really meant Prof. Robertson 
took the case of aiarmer who in his 
great desire to reap as much prolit as 
possible from his soil, used up its en- 
ergy, entirely forgetful that in the 
long run it would be unproducing and 
of no value, and also inconsiderate 
of the man who might purchase it or 
of his sons or heirs to whom he pro- 
perty might descend. The farmer 
who could reap a reasonable profit, 
and in fact a good profit, and at the 
same time distribute the call upon 
the producing energy ot his land, and 
lay the foundation for future profits 
and consider the rights of others in 
to whose hands the property might 
be committed, was carrying out the 
principles of conservation. The same 
yas true of the minerals, the forests 
and the streams. The wealth contain- 
ed could be perpetuated, by observing 
such principles. 

Since its establishment the Royal 
Commission on ‘lechnical Mducation 
had visited seventy-live cities and 
towns in Canada. At each place it has 
held sessions where evidence had been 
taken concerning the local conditions 
and the special requirements of that 
locality industrially. © Persons repre- 
senting all kinds of interests had given 
testimony. From the president of the 
great steel corporation down to the 
school mistress. Neither was given 
any more attention thaw the other, 
ind the statements of both were given 
equal consideration. Both sides of 
every question were heard. a 

It was essential that educational fa- 
cilit be established in each locality 
so that young men should be given 
ainple opportunity to prepare them- 
selves for whatever walk of life they 
would care to enter. 

The principles of conservation could 

also be adapted to the home, where 
true citizenship was conceived. ‘The 
tanner in which’ children w brought 
up was of great significance tu the 
state. Chere had been considerable 
Periticism when manual and dom 
{ departinents had been establishe “din 
‘ome declared that it 
ah roi sssor Robertson 
ris should le vaneht 
domestic pty vad sue’) branches 
pertaining to it, whieh would facili- 
tate their management of a home and 
of the bringing up of children toa true 
sense of citizenship.

UP TO THE GOVERNMENT TO 
BUILD THE ROAD. 


If the bright young men who furnish the 
papers were not mis-informed, Premier Sifton has decided upon a 


course with regard to the Alberta & Great Waterways which is not 
at all likely to be popular in Edmonton. 

According to the reports gathered of the caucus Wednesday 
evening the premier intends to abanden the whole project of a road 
into the north country. Asa pacifier the C-N.R. is ito be encouraged

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to hurry construction to the Athabasca at Fort Assinaboine. 
From the point of view of an unsophisticated observer, the pro- 
position looks like one which the premier could well afford to 


reconsider. 
The one thing which Edmonton and the 
Alberta needs at the present time is a road which Will open up the 


nonth country. 

The problem is simple. 

All the country which has so far been opened up din this province 
is farming country. What the province needs to complete its pros- 
perity and make it secure is access to a country which is mot esent- 
jally a farming country, but. which wil! for that very reason furnish 
the farming country with a market. 

So far the province has not had ‘the difficulty of getting rid ofa 
surplus, for the reason that British Columbia and the Klondike has 
always ‘taker all the butter, eggs and hay that the province had to 
ship. But the rapid development of the farming industry presages 
a day when there will be more farm products ready for market in 
this province than the country across the range can take. and unless 
the north country is opered up the farmers of the province are going 
‘to find themselves in a very bad position. 

A road do the Athabasca, which Premier Sifton is reported to 
be favoring as an alternative, ds not an alternative for the road to 
the north for the reason that the Tort Assinaboine line would not 
furnish any agricultural market close at hand, but would do just 
the opposite—open another Jarge farming area. 

No public spirited Albertan would for a moment urge any ob- 
jection to the extension of the C. N. R. in a northwesterly direction. 
This road shonld be built right throvgh‘to the Peace river country, 
and the ‘sooner the better. 

But the road to the north country must also be built. 

When it.is considered that two hundred and fifty miles of line te 
Fort McMurray will connect this city with nearly two thousand 
miles of water communication ina country which is known to be rich 
in timber, fish, mineral, oif, asphalt, petroleum and = many other 
resources, and which would furnish the finest kind of a market for 
tthe small produce of the farming country, it needs no argument 
to show that the premier’s praposition to abandon the road is scarcely 
what Edmonton looked for from the present government. 

It makes little difference to Edimonton who builds the road, nor 
how it is built. Construction by contract under a government com- 
mission would absolutely safeguard the province, and would insure 
the construction of a proper road. If the legislature could not agree 
on that system of construction, some other might do; it is.up to the 
government to get the road built.

A REAL MEASURE : 
OF RELIEF 

Bill No. 29, being entitled an act respecting charges upon land 
contained in certain anstruments, is ‘the formal title of an act intro- 
duced in the legislature under the fostering care of Duncan Marshall 
which wil, when passed. afford a greater measure of relief anc sat- 
jsfaction to the agriculturalists of the province than probably any 
other bill passed by this or any other Canadian legislature, 

It is a simple little bill of only two clauses, and while the 
language is the involved legal phraseology which is generally used 
to describe a simple provision, its purpose is clear enough to those 
who understand. 

The purpose of the ‘bill is to abolish forever the iniquitous sys- 
tem by which machine companies sell farmers implements and take 
a lien on all their posessions. 

The necessity of the bill does not have to be explained to the 
farmer. He appreciates it all too fully now. Many of them have hac 
the experience of overlooking the nonpariel type at the ‘botton 
or on the back of the lien which they signed, to discover when : 
crop failure overtook them that they had given a mortgage on thei 
farm, and that failing to produce the pound of flesh they were i! 
the hands of the machine agents to the limit of the law. 

The Marshall bill provides ithat, notwithstanding anything tha 
may be printed or writen ona machine note, the company canno 
claim a mortgage on the farm. 

It is brief enough, and to the point. Hereafter, when a machin 
agent sells'a machine he will have to accept the same standing a 
any other creditor that the farmer may happen tothave. ‘The machin 
company. will not have the privilege of breaking up the farmer 
home in case a crop should fail.

Dr. Robertson 
was quite at home in his dealing with 
practical subjects and showed an ex- 
tremely wide knowledge of trade con- 
ditions. All spoke unanimously in 
iavor of educational aid of some kind 
for workers and most of them agreed 
that they could profit by it. 

Finally at eleven o'clock all the ev- 
idence was in and Dr. Robertson after 
thanking the Mayor and the citizens, 
thanked them for their hospitality and 
hoped that Edmonton would protit by 
any results that might accrue froin the 
investigation.
